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Russian advance had been so 
steady, so methodical, so coldly 
irresistible, to all appearances, 
that it seemed as if there was no 
question of a halt-—as if the mile- 
wide Dnieper conld provide no 
obstacle whatsoever, That was the 
point of view of people in these 
islands, to whom a river means 
something across which a growing 
boy can throw a stone. Tho 
Dnieper is one of the natural 
lines of defence between Eastern 
and Western Europe, and the 
army which holds its western bank 
against an equal or inferior adver- 
sary stands in a most formidable 
position. As it seems, however, 
the Red Army is in no respect 
an equal or inferior adversary to 
the Germans. In numbers, there 
is no denying its superiority, and, 
in respect of equipment, its 
equality, while it the in- 
estimable advantage of momentum. 
Furthermore, the winter is 
approaching rapidly, and winter 
is the natural campaigning 
season for the Russian soldier. It 
lookg very much as if the assets 
of the two armies are bound to 
balance each other for some time 
to come: the Dnieper battle 
will be contested, as it is 
being contested at present, 
with the utmost bitterness. 
Historians some day may decide 
that the issue of the present 
war depends upon it. If the 
Russians succeed in the establish- 
ment of a major bridgehead on 
the western bank, they will be in 
a position to drive forward for 
hundreds of miles—right up to 
the pre-war boundaries of Poland, 
and, conceivably, into the terri- 
tory of the German Reich—with- 
vut the need to confront another 
equally formidable obstacle to 
their progress. Both sides fully 
appreciate the importance of the 
battle for the Dnieper. The 
Russians, fighting at a severe 
disadvantage, are employing 
every possible means whereby 
they may cross the river and 
come to grips with the invaders of 
their territory. Their chances of 
success will be increased when, 
with the coming of the terrible 
Eastern winter, the river is 
frozen over, but their ambition 
manifestly is to prosecute their 
advantage with the least possible 
delay. It is a question, of course, 
not only of what the Russians can 
do, but of what the Germans wish 
to do. The Dnieper defence line 
extends for many hundreds of 
miles, and demands the services 
of hundreds of thousands of 
troops; and meanwhile the Anglo- 
American Allies are battering 
their way northwards through 


invasion of France or the 
Low Countries must be engaging 
the mind of the German High 
Command. If the Germans can 
find a shorter:line, capable of 
defence by a smaller number of 
troops, they will be able to release 
so many highly trained divisions 
to protect the southern and 
western shores of their ‘‘ European 
fortress.”” It is not for the 
amateur strategist to detect such 
a line; it may, or may not, exist, 
So much, at all events, is clear, 
that there» no longer are two 
separate wars, one on the eastern, 
and one on the western, front. 
The fortunes of the Italian 
campaign are linked inextricably 
with the progress of: the Dnieper 
battle, and every operation on 
either front is certain to ‘‘ react”’ 
upon the operations on the 
other,

What a 
pleasant picture of nineteenth 
century transport conditions is 
suggested by this ancient -time- 
piece!

OBITUARY 


MR. A. D. DELAP 


The death occurred on Sunday 
last of Alfred Dover Delap, M.A.L., 
M.Inst.C.E., and Past President of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers of 
Ireland. In his passing, this coyntry 
has lost one of the outstanding 
engineering figures of the past two 
generations. Born in 1871, in 
Danensl, third son of the late Canon 
Alexander Delap, of Valentia, Co, 
Kerry, he was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he took his 
B.A. degree with a Respondency in 
1893, and his B.A.I. in Engineering 
in 1895 with Honours, Sybsequently 
he was employed in the United 
States of America for several years 
on mining and other types of civil 
engineering, after which, on return- 
ing to this country, he took up rail- 
way work, and was engineer-in- 
charge of the construction of Ross- 
lare Harbour, which he finished 
about the year 1912, for the Fish- 
guard and Rosslare Railwaysand Har- 
bours Company. From 1912 to 1915 he 
ec rstructed Helvick Harbour for the 
Department of Agriculture, and for 
the greater part of the remainder of 
the war period was engaged in ship 
salyage with the firm of Ensor, 

Prior to this he had started pri- 
vate consulting work, establishing the 
firm oí Delap and Waller. During 
his career as a consultant he was 
responsible for the sr of a large 
number of public works, including 
harbours, bridges and. water works, 
some of the bettergknown of these 
being Foynes Harbour, the Deeps 
Bridge over the Slaney, Mount- 
garrett Bridge over the Barrow, and 
a number of other bridges in Kerry 
and Tyrone, Some of the earliest 
structures ever built in this country, 
in reinforced concrete, includin 
factories and water towers, were o 
his design, and he.was recognised 
as one of the nation’s leading ex- 
perts on reinforced concrete. He 
was also righthand-man to the late 
Sir John Purser Griffith during the

In its wit and invention, pyise and 
polish if has no equal in English 
comedy, save, perhaps, its author's 
other major play, ' The Rivals.” 
“In the mortifying circumstances 
of growing old,’’ wrote Charles 
Lamb, ‘‘ it is something to have seen 
‘The School for Scandal’ in its 
glory.” This fresh and fine produc. 
tion gives the play, as Lamb would 
have it remembered—in its glory. 

For it is so much grander than 
anything we know of comedy as con- 
ceived to-day that all it asks is good 
playing and an intelligent sense of 
its period to be all alive once more 
in its original richness. With this 
assistance if comes as close to the 
audience at the Gaiety this week as 
it must have come to the one that 
saw it first nearly two hundred 
years ago. It has all the sure 
quality of timeless excellence as a 
play, and this is an exceedingly fine 
production.

18th Century Vandalism 


In view of Lord. Powerscourt’s 
recent. Jetter to, this. newspaper, 
giving his reasons. for, closing the 
gardens to the public, the follow- 
ing extract from “ The Angling Ex- 
cursions of Gregory Greendrake, 
Esq., in the Counties of Wicklow, 
Meath, Westmeath, Longford and 
Cavan,” published in 1852, might 
be of interest :— 

“The late Lord Powerscourt was 
ag liberal as the present, in opening 
to the public the enjoyment of this 
beautiful demesne, and my com- 
panion related to me an abuse of the 
privilege, strongly marking the 
spirit. of the times in which_ it 
ocourred, Immediately preceding 
the rebellion of 1798, a butcher or 

ublican, or some such class of 
Dublin citizen, took his family, on 
a saints day, into the county of 
Wicklow, He proceeded to Powers- 
court demesne, drove up close to 
the house, and. instead of choosing 
a spot which would not invade the 
privacy and retirement of the roble 
owners. he brought his basket of 
provisions into the back Jawn, near 
to the drawing-room. windows, a 
place which the general good sense 
and delicacy of visitors had always 
vespeeted. rose Mee <n. 

“When a servant was sent to 
inform the citizen that it was not 
usual for a person to enjoy’ himself 
as he was preparing to do in that 
particular spot, but that all other 
parts of the demesne were at his 
service; he arded the message 
with stoical indifference, and con- 
tinued his preparations.

Threepenny Crisis
